SUBJECT: Routing and Handling of Correspondence or 
Papers Bearing on Activities of the United 
States Intelligence Board

1. As you know, the Director regularly receives corres- 
pondence or papers from USIB members or agencies dealing with 
matters which have been or will be considered by the USIB. Some 
of these papers are addressed to him as "Chairman, United States 
Intelligence Board 11 and some as "Director of Central Intelligence." 
The form of the address appears occasionally to have affected the 
internal routing of such correspondence. For that reason I believe 
it desirable that we regularize some procedure for handling these 
papers within CIA. 

2. Where prior or potential USIB business is referred to in 
such correspondence it is important that the Executive Secre t ary , 
USIB, be advised immediately. I suggest, therefore, that arrange - 
ments be made to route this correspondence to the Secretariat at 

the same time as it is passed to the Director. Where correspondence 
arrives in duplicate please route the carbon to the Secretariat; if 
only an original arrives I suggest that it be handcarried to the 
Secretariat (Room 122, Administration Building) so that a copy can 
be made and retained by the Secretariat prior to routing the paper 
to the Director.

MEMORANDUM FORi Executive Officer, O/DCl 
SUBJECT : Proposed USIJB Security Committee 


1. Attached is the memorandum from General Truscott to 
the Director, dated 21 January, and the memorandum to the Director 
from the Director of Security, dated 5 November 1958, attaching the 
proposed DCXD on a security committee. 1 take an exceedingly dim 
view of the fact that this memorandum and the proposed directive 
have been circulating approximately three months and were never 
called to the attention of this office. Not only is the subject a matter 
of interest to this office, but it directly relates to our work. I recog- 
nise of course that the original fault is with the Office of Security 

for having prepared a concurrence sheet which called for the signs-tuxt 
of the four deputies but not the Inspector General. It is my opinion, 
based upon what the Director has said both internally and externally, 
that matters of a general nature such as this affecting the over -a! 
work of the agency are properly within the purview of this <f flee. 
Consequently X think the Inspector General's name should be inciuied 
for concurrence. Further, X would point out that there have been 
several instances lately where matters of direct interest to this s :a£f 
have only inadvertently come to my attention, and X would assume 
that there are other matters of interest which have failed to come to 
our attention. 

2. As far as the substance of the proposal is concerned, I 
concur in the proposed directive and believe that it will not conflict 
with other established committees dealing with security matters 

as long as its charter is specifically restricted to section 5, NSQD-l. 

X also reiterate my oral suggestion made at the deputies me eting c n 
27 January that in presenting this to US1B the Director call to the 
attention of the Board the memorandum from Gordon Gray on the 
subject, dated 26 September 1958.

2. The publication of the 15 September 195$ revision of Kt CID 
No. 1 (New Series) places certain responsibilities in tit# security 
Held upon the DCJ and the USIB. Since there is neither a committee 
within USIB nor a regularly constituted inter- Agency medium through 
which action* might be initiated, it appears necessary that a meclmusn 
be established for lids purpose. 

3. la view of the increased emphasis open the protection of in- 
telligence and intelUgeace sources and methods from unauthorised en- 
closure, it must bo assumed that both the DCI aad the USB will revie * 
present directives aad may initiate action for the further development 
of policies, procedures, and practices to provide the necessary safe- 
guards for the protection of community intelligence.

Tk«s 
investigations of these unau t ho rised, disclosures have been carried am 
under difficult circumstances by the informal cooperative efforts of t.,u 
security officers in the affected agencies end departments through the ir 
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BMsaftl security dnceli. 71 m informality of this systsm has rcfc me: 
the Investigative Atactic n la that there was so established central t K>tv 
anting point to channel the investigative activities and exchange Us sly 
iaveftigativ* teed* end information. The results el these im cstigi dor 
revealed several vtUUkas of existing security regututoas hut me c 
importantly, revealed certain weaknesses 1st the security systems if 
Us Intelligence community S n the dissemination sad ths handling at in- 
telligence ialomaUta.
